W e s t e r n Pennsylvania foouoed 
their attention here today as the 
policy committee of District No. 
5, United Mine Workers of Amer­ 
ica, went into conference to out­ 
line a program with which they 
plan to negotiate with the opera­ 
tors for a scale of pay upon which 
they can return to work. 
With an announced policy of re­ 
construction, the union officials hope 
to agree upon some logical and satis­ 
factory solution to the bitter fight 
which has been waged for nearly two 
years. 
Today’s conference follows the re­ 
cent action of the union’s interna­ 
tional policy committee at Indian­ 
apolis, in which the Jacksonville 
scale was abandoned and permission 
was given the various districts to ne­ 
gotiate with coal operators on separ­ 
ate agreements. 
Silence Predominates 
Silence was predominant at union 
headquarters here as to what would 
be discussed at the policy committee 
conference. 
Three important ques­ 
tions, however, are expected to be the 
outstanding topics of discussion. They 
are: wages, working conditions, and 
check weighmen. 
No intimation has been given out 
by any of the union officials as to 
what course will be followed. Wages, 
it is known will take a downward 
swing from the $7.50 basis wage of thd 
Jacksonville agreement. 
But how 
much of a drop they wiU take is a 
matter of speculation. 
In Illinois, efforts are being made 
to establish a $6 rate which amounts 
to a $1.50 a day reduction as com­ 
pared with the Jacksonville scale. 
Behind Closed Doors 
Both Phillip Murray, international 
vice president of the union, and Pat­ 
rick T. Fagan, president of District 
No. 5, today reiterated their hopes 
that the mining industry could be re­ 
turned to normalcy. They declared 
that everything in the power of the 
union could be done to stabilize con­ 
ditions by negotiating with the oper­ 
ators on the fairest basis possible. 
The Pittsburgh Coal company to­ 
day remained firm in its declaration 
that it would not deal with the union 
regardless of what action the policy 
committee might take. Officials of 
companies apparently stood 
neutral on the subject. 
The conference of the union offi­ 
cials and the policy committee today 
is being held behind closed doors.

IJORTY-NINE years ago Thomas A. Edison first demonstrated his 
» discovery of electric light. 
It was not a very good electric 
light, judged by present-day standards. 
The principle of it was all 
right, but the correct material had not been found. 
The carbon­ 
ized thread, sealed in a glass bulb from which air was excluded, 
would burn but a few hours. 
But even this poor demonstration was recognized as a very 
good beginning. 
The greatest claim it had to promise was the need 
for it. 
Everyone could see at once how desirable such a method 
of lighting was, and that popular understanding and demand were 
all that were needed to insure that inventors would perfect the 
thing that had been discovered. 
Today the airplane and the airship are somewhat in the ex­ 
perimental stage. 
Those who beliéve in them and are striving to J 
improve them think it necessary to make demonstrations and tests1 
to prove to the people their practicability as means of transporta­ 
tion. 
But the hope for the future of these agencies liés in the fact 
that they are needed. 
They already are sufficiently demonstrable 
to prove that they will do what other means of transportation can­ 
not do and never can be made to do. 
That fact will create the 
demand, and the demand will encourage inventors to bring the 
flying craft to perfection. 
Mr. Edison fortunately has survived to witness the triumph 
of many of his greatest schemes. 
The achievements of inven­ 
tive genius warrant the prediction that wherever some great and j 
apparent need exists, some way will be found to satisfy it.

While the total stock of money is 
counted as something over $8.000,000,- 
000, nearly half is paper matched by 
an equal amount of gold and silver 
in the treasury’s vaults. The gold and 
silver coin and bullion exceeds some­ 
what the pffper money now outstand­ 
ing. 
The country’s national wealth in­ 
creased 16 per cent between 1912 and 
1922, and considerably since the la t­ 
ter date, according to John P. Prey, 
high official of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor in a comprehensive eco- 
romic review.

Milk For Babies Here 


Dr. W. A. Womer, "

« • examined at frequent In- 
¡Lawrence County Medical Society and 
¡chairman of the society’s milk certl-l 
Ification committee, said in p art:H S 9 
I “Certified milk is milk under the 
¡most sanitary conditions possible. The 
cows are tested regularly for tuber-1 
Iculosis and are examined at frequent 
¡intervals for other diseases. 
■ “The stables are built so that plenty 
[of air, light and room will be availa­ 
ble, and so that everything will be I 
[made possible to keep the room 
(scrupulously clean. The floors of the 
stables are covered with absorbent! 
slag and before each milking the cows 
are clipped and washed. Feeding is 
not carried on in the barn in order to I 
eliminate the dust. 
“At the end of each milking the 
milk is poured into sterilized buck­ 
ets, which are cooled before the milk 
is bottled into steriled bottles. 


tervals, and during their work wear 
white suits and caps. They are very 
particular about the cleanness of their 
hands. 
“As soon as the milk is bottled it is 
placed in steriled containers, which 
are kept at a low temperature until 
the milk is delivered, or until sold.” 
Dr. Womer declares that certified 
milk is of such a high quality that 
it is not necessary to heat it or treat 
it in any way, and is the safest milk 
for babies. 
Babies hard to 'feed 
should be given this milk, and all 
mothers should avail themselves of 
the opportunity to get it. 
In concluding his discussion Dr. 
Womer stated that there are few 
cities the size of New Castle that have 
the fine chance we have of securing 
theis milk at such a low price. In 
New Castle it can be secured from 
any milk distributor.

With his marvelous memory, his mind 
is not encumbered with excess bag­ 
gage. He has the brain capacity of 
getting at the essentials of a question 
and throwing off the unessentials. 
His mind has not been spoiled by a 
conventional drilling. He has kept its 
freshness. 
It explains his gift of 
simple language, and his ability to 
make the man in the street under­ 
stand the most complicated questions 
of government and state finance. 
Al Smith is the best teacher of 
government and civics today in the 
United States.
